Ve muſt 
let you know, our Refoturior 15 to re-aſſume the po- 


wer we pur inio you ( for we told you before, we - 


muſt work upon your ovn principles(tor you having 
muinly broken the truſt we repoſed in you, in ſubyer- 
ting all our Lawes(which you ſhould have preſerved) 
we may take back wat we gave you, (and we are cer- 
1211, your ele&iow are more conditionall upon that 
point then our ' Kings Crown, which comes by inhe- 
citince and ſucceſhon;) And we are ſure we haye as 
wiſe,religious,and honeft men left behinde, as we ſent 
ro the Parlizment. Andin caſe of urgent neceſfity 
(which 1s our Cafe dire&tly)our Laws being over-tur- 
ned, our eftates and liberty left, our wives and chil- 
Jrea threatned to be turned out of doores,and bani ht, 
and our Religion endangered,we may defend our ſelyes
